This is responsive to the Office Action mailed February 11, 2003 regarding the above- 
referenced patent application. 

Election of Claims 

In the Office Action, the pending claims 1-28 have been restricted as follows. 

Group I: Claims 1-18, drawn to a method for screening inhibitors of an enzyme in the 
pathway 1-deoxy-D-xylulose 5-phosphate to terpenoids in plants. 

Group II: Claim 19, drawn to a first series of compounds of labeled 1-deoxy-D-xylulose 
5-phosphate of 2C-methyl-D-erythritol 4-phosphate. 

Group III: Claim 20, drawn to a second series of compounds, tritiated 2C-methyl-D- 
erythritol 4-phosphate or tritiated 1 -deoxy-xylulose 5-phosphate. 

Group IV: Claim 21, drawn to a third series of compounds, 2C-methyl-D-erythritol 4- 
phosphate tritiated in 1 and/or 3 or in the methyl group. 
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Group V: Claim 22, drawn to a fourth series of compounds, 1-deoxy-D-xylulose 5- 
phosphate, tritiated in 1 and/or 3 and/or 4.

Group VI: Claim 23 and 24, drawn to a method of inhibiting growth of a plant using a 
compound exhibiting inhibition of the pathway 1 -deoxy-D-xy lulose 5-phosphate to terpenoids in 
plants. 

Group VII: Claims 25, 26 and 28, drawn to a compound exhibiting inhibition of the 
pathway 1-deoxy-D-xylulose 5-phosphate to terpenoids in plants. 

Group VIII: Claim 27, drawn to a method of increasing the titer of an intermediate in the 
pathway 1-deoxy-D-xylulose 5 phosphate to terpenoids in plants using an inhibitor of Group VII. 

Applicants provisionally elect Group I (claims 1-18) and the species 2C-methyl-D- 
erythritol 4-phosphate of claim 4 with traverse. Claims readable in the elected species are 1-21 
and 23-28. The election of species is made with the understanding that upon allowance of a 
generic claim, Applicants will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which 
are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim 
as provided by 3 7 CFR 1.141. 

The traversal is based on applicants position that claims 1-28 as presented do form a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1, which is inhibitors of the pathway of 
terpenoids via 1-deoxy-D-xylulose 5 phosphate in plants.
